PROCEEDINGS AT THE ANNUAL MEETING. 

Tlie American Peace Society held its Twenty-seventh Annual Meeting for 
business, in the vestry of Park street Church, on Monday, May 28fh, at 3 
o'clock, P. M. Hon. Amasa Walker, one of the Vice Presidents, was 
called to the Chair, and L. T. Stoddard chosen Recording Seeietary pro 
tem. The report of a special comraitte;! from the Board of Directors on 
enlarsing the Society's operations, was read and adopted. A series of resolu- 
tions from the Directors presented on thoir behalf by the Corresponding 
Secretary, were, after discussion and some modification, unanimously passed. 
The Treasurer's annual account duly audited, and showing a balance of 
$574,09 in the Treasury, was laid before the Society and accepted. The 
Corrresponding Secretary then read in full the report of the Directors, which 
was adopted for publication, and the Secretary instructed to give an abstract 
at the public exercises in the evening. The Society then elected its 
officers for the ensuing year, (as given elsewhere.) and adjourned to the 
public exercises at 7i o'clock in the evening. 

The public exercises, held according to adjournment in Park street Church 
Hon. Amasa Walker in the Chair, were opened with prayer and reading 
of the Scriptures, by the learned and venerable Dr. Jenks, of Boston. The 
Secretary, Rev. Dr. Beckwith, cave an abstract of the report, and read the 
resolutions which had been adopted at the business meeting. The Address 
of Judge Jay, in his absence on account of his health, was then read with 
much force by Rev. R. W. Clark, of Boston. A vote of thanks to the 
author was passed, and the address ordered to be published, after which the 
Society adjourned sine die.
